I] RURAL ELECTRIFICATION FIELD DAY: Hold a rural 
electrification field day with demonstrations by 
well-trained people such as extension specialists, 
manufacturers* representatives and 4-H club demon— 
stration teams. You may combine this with pot-luck 
lunch, movies and special entertainment features. 
(See REA'*s film summary for ideas on suitable 
films.) 


Assist extension agents in obtaining suitable awards for exhibits at fairs and 
for winners of the county 4-H rural electrification contests. 


Such awards may be trips to club 


or expenses to the rural electrification short course offered by most 
Smal} awards are sometimes given to club members who have developed 
good demonstrations for county electrical demonstration contests, 


Giving several smaller awards in 


a “blue-ribbon” group rather than single larger awards is the trend in 4-H achievement awards.
